HISTORICAL SKETCH 


T HE earliest record of the organization of 
the Thistle Curling Club was found in 
the files of the Free Press dated Thurs¬ 
day, November 3, 1887: This reads: ‘Some 
of the old curlers are talking of forming a 
new club and remaining at the old Granite 
Curling rink on Market Street. If formed 
the club will probably bear the name of the 
Thistle.’’ 

In the Free Press on Friday, November 
I 1th. of the same year, is the following: “A 
large number of old curlers met in the Sun 
office last night to form a new curling club. 
Dr. Dalgleish occupied the chair and Mr. 
Sugden acted as secretary. A list of mem¬ 
bers was opened and over thirty-five handed 
in. The following officers were elected: 
President, Alex. Brown; first vice-president, 
A. McNee; second vice-president, James 
Chisholm; secretary-treasurer, John Pit- 
blado. Management committee: Alex. Black, 
Dr. Dalgleish, John McKechnie, Dr. Gillies, 
J. McDiarmid, L. Erb, A. Monkman. 

So it would appear that the official birth 
date of the Thistle Curling Club is 10 No¬ 
vember, 1 887. 

The reason for the formation of the club is 
also contained in old Free Press files. Octo¬ 
ber 27, 1887, it is stated: “The adjourned 
annual meeting of the Granite club was held 
last night. The managing committee rec¬ 
ommended the acceptance of the offer to 
take the Royal rink behind the McIntyre 


block for a period of five months at a cost of 
$200.00. The membership fee was fixed at 
$ 10.00. Some Granite members who had 
been playing at the Market street rink de¬ 
cided to stay on, rather than move over with 
the Granites to the Royal rink, and so the 
Thistle was born. 

The Market street rink mentioned herein 
was located just east of the present Marshall- 
Wells building. It was a six-sheet rink, 
three sheets on each side of a centre plat¬ 
form. One end of the building was built up 
on piles, which added nothing to the comfort 
of players, or the temper of the icemaker. 
There were skylights on each side of the roof, 
and at night the building was lighted with 
gas. Curling clubs did not own their own 
buildings in those days, but rented any 
building which might be available. Pre¬ 
vious to this time curlers used a tent one win¬ 
ter. located on Lombard street about where 
the Grain Exchange building now stands. 

A Thistle Curling Club without a Dr. 
Jamieson and a Jimmy Keedian would be un¬ 
thinkable. Yes, Dr. C. J. Jamieson played 
in the first game the Thistles, as a club, ever 
engaged in. 

Dr. Jamieson celebrates with the Thistle 
club fifty years of continuous membership. 
Jimmy Keedian was the first icemaker, or 
more properly speaking, he made the ice the 
first year. Jimmy was more than an ice¬ 
maker.

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to many generations of Thistle curlers. 
With annual fees set at $5.00, the treasury 
was not in a robust condition the end of the 
first season, and there was no money for the 
icemaker. But that was all right with 
Jimmy. He was back the next season and 
as he states, “the Thistles have made it up 
to me many, many times since then.’ 

The records do not show the date the 
Thistles actually played their first game of 
curling, but the rink was formally opened on 
December 1st, 1887, with a match between 
the president and vice-president. The vice- 
president’s rink was victorious with a score 
of 1 5-9. Then a week after the Thistle club 
received its first trophy for competition, 
which was presented by Aid. Black. The 
conditions were that every rink had to play 
every other rink. Members of the rink 
winning the most games had to play points 
for possession of the cup for the year. 

The first inter-club match play by the club 
appears to have been on January 5, I 888. On 
this date three Thistle rinks went out to 
Stonewall and played fifteen ends and inci¬ 
dentally took the short end of a 56-31 score. 
Games with the Granite club had been talked 
of, but the first one seems to have been play¬ 
ed on January 24, between McKechnie 
(Thistle) and Fortune (Granite). The next 
day a return match was played. Ten Mani¬ 
toba rinks journeyed to the St. Paul bonspiel 
the end of January, of which three were 
Thistle rinks, and J. McKechnie of the 
Thistle Club carried off the trophy, “having 
the largest majority over his opponent of any 
skip of the winning clubs.’’ So J. McKechnie 
is the first of a long line of Thistle bonspiel 
winners. 

From the St. Paul Dispatch: “The general 
opinion seems to be that one of the Winnipeg 
rinks will carry away the prize. One of the 
curlers, speaking of the Winnipeg rinks, 
said: “Why, those Winnipeg fellows sleep on 
the ice, and if they don’t win it is their own 
fault.” A win and a loss against the Gran¬ 
ites in the Mark Fortune trophy towards the 
end of March, and the first year of curling 
for the Thistle Club was completed. 

The next season, 1887-88, the Thistle 
Curling Club leased the Brydon skating 
rink, located on the west side of Princess 
street between Alexander and Pacific. Dur¬ 
ing this season the club seemed to prosper in 
curling activities and in membership. A 
young man from Ontario by the name of 
Malcolm Campbell joined the club and 
started to curl. He remained in the game to 
become its most dearly beloved and highly 
respected exponent, a delight to his contem¬ 
poraries and an inspiration to following gen¬ 
erations. 


The club moved back to the Market street 
rink for a short time; then moved into their 
own new building on Alexander street east. 
It was not a pretentious building, but it was 
their home. In it was achieved fame and 
glory, and an undying club spirit was engen¬ 
dered into Thistle members which never left 
them, and never will. The old building was 
a hotbed of curling stalwarts. The peerless 
Bob Dunbar; Mac Braden with the Wood 
boys and Jimmy Congalton; combinations 
like Alex. Douglass skipping Jack Kress, Mac 
Campbell and N. C. Fort; Bill Carson, Mac 
Rochon, and later on the novelty of a 
“kid” rink, which Frank Cassidy developed. 
Freddie Barnes, Billy Finlay, Eddie McKit- 
trick and Frank Cassidy came as near to a 
perfect bonspiel record in 1910 as any rink 
ever will perhaps. Only a few names can be 
mentioned here of as glorious a band of curl¬ 
ers as ever assembled in one club, as records 
contained elsewhere in this book will testify. 
They played the game hard in the old Alex¬ 
ander avenue rink. The O Grady challenge 
trophy was defended successfully for two 
seasons, a record. It was considered a dis¬ 
grace to lose a game to the Granites in the 
district primaries. Still the social and fra¬ 
ternal side of the game was by no means lost 
sight of. The Thistles went all out to win, 
but were good hosts after the games were 
over, and contributed fully to the success of 
the game in the community and the province. 

In 1912-13 the happy home on Alexander 
was abandoned for the fine new building on 
McDonald avenue. It was a period of ex¬ 
pansion, and in some cases over-expansion, 
and the scheme of the new seven-sheet rink 
proved to be too ambitious. The enthus¬ 
iasts behind the scheme should perhaps be 
commended for their energy and enterprise, 
rather than condemned for the undertaking. 
None could foresee that in a few months our 
lives would be transformed by the greatest 
war in history. The new building proved to 
be too big an undertaking in those uncertain 
times, and several dark years were in store 
for Thistle members. During 1918-19 and 
1919-20 the club was kept together, ice being 
rented in the old Auditorium rink on York

avenue. During 1920-21 the Thistles did 
not curl as a club, but the faithful little band 
held together, always with the hope of getting 
another home. W. E. Ellerby, John O'Hare, 
James Walker, J. F. Davidson, R. L. Barker, 
Ed. Call, Roy Atkinson, J. Liver, Neil Sulli¬ 
van, A. W. Scott, B. Lake, R. Williams, A. 
N. Williams, Frank Cassin, J. Ritchie and 
J. F. Hough—the “Thistle Orphans,’’ as 
they were called—never for a moment lost 
hope and in the spring of 1921 the promised 
land was sighted. In the spring of 1921 the 
Thistle Curling Club Limited was formed 
with a capable staff of officers, funds were 
raised, and the present rink building on 


Minto street was erected in time for curling 
at the opening of the season. Since then the 
club has prospered. The fully equipped and 
comfortable rink building is owned by the 
members without encumbrances. The This¬ 
tles are happy in their own home, govern 
themselves efficiently, and contribute fully 
to the welfare of the game generally in the 
city and in the province. They have been 
enriched by traditions of past fame and 
glory, and tempered by the winds of adver¬ 
sity. The path ahead looks smooth and cer¬ 
tain. They can look backward for fifty 
years with more pleasure than pain, and can 
look ahead with confidence and security.

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AN OLD-TIMER WRITES 


T O introduce a lighter vein to this pro¬ 
gramme, the compilers called on an 
Alexander Avenue Old-Timer to relate 
the outstanding humorous incidents he had 
experienced during his association with the 
Thistle Club. The Old-Timer felt this was 
too tall an order, and told the compilers to be 
a little more specific. He was then asked to 
tell of 

I. The most comical incident on the ice. 

2. The most humorous incident at a 
Thistle Curling banquet. 

3. The best (printable) story at an Asso¬ 
ciation banquet. 

And, in the words of the old-time song, “this 
is what he said”: 

ON THE ICE 

Charlie Huffman, of ever blessed memory, 
(dudded “der Kaiser” by Bill Carson) was a 
real A” class skip whose outward urbanity 
somewhat belied the martinet on curling de¬ 
corum. One year (don’t ask me when; It 
hurts!), Charlie’s rink had bust up. It was 
an era of swift changes; city streets were full 
of strangers, and as one’s intimate friends 
possessed the same wander-lust, it was not 
surprising that Charlie should awake one fine 
morning to find his rink had departed for 
parts unknown—probably an unnamed 
Townsite with “limitless” possibilities - there¬ 
fore it was up to Charlie to “build a new 
rink.” Luck, or so it seemed, befell Charlie, 
for three bank clerks had just joined the 
Club and were prepared to accept his leader¬ 
ship. Charlie at first demurred at the kid- 
glove gang, but as the opening games ap¬ 
proached bowed to the inevitable. Now it 
so happened that on the first day of Club 
competition the banks were not very busy 
and Charlie’s rink repaired to the “Mariaggi” 
shortly after three o’clock to fortify them¬ 
selves for the evening’s encounter.

Bonspiel. If the room was large enough to 
hold the crowd, those on the outer fringes 
were seated so far from the head table that 
they could not hear the speakers, and as a 
result would talk among themselves and make 
it difficult to maintain order. Knowing 
these disadvantages, my admiration went out 
to any speaker who could hold the floor with 
a story. There are lots of them; particularly 
one by the late Hon. Dr. Montague of a 
newly appointed backwoods magistrate, who, 
unexpectedly called upon to perform a 
marriage ceremony, and having no form of 
service before him, culled certain clauses 
from mortgages, agreements, wills and so on, 
and pronounced the couple man and wife, 
with the concluding sentence, “and may the 
Lord have mercy on your souls.’’ 

The most successful story-teller in my ex¬ 
perience, however, was a gentleman from 
Saskatoon, who told the following: Sandy was 
the skip and Donald the lead.

Some seventeen members, forming four 
rinks, entered the single and double rinks, 
district primaries, and were successful in win¬ 
ning their games against the St. Johns and 
Heather Clubs and the right to compete in 
the Jerry Robinson and Dominion Match 
Company events. 

The president of the Club at the time was 
J. F. Davidson, and the secretary, R. L. 
Barker.
